Human Frailties 

‘But some powerlul humun 
fraillues of parents stang in the 
way of the chiid's  co-opera- 
tion. ‘They usually expect too 
much of him in his very car- 
ly years. Before they know it 
they are Lussing with him about 
fable manners. ‘Then as ne 
falls to respond as they wish 
they grow more wand more vex~ 
ed at him and he at them. As 
this mutual vexuatlon jig  pre- 
tonged and intensified the 
youngster waxes more resistant 
and his parents In turn grow 
inore annoyed at him, 
Accordingly, it is easy for 
tmost of the mealtime to be- 
come one of stralncd relationn 
end for the whole family to 
feel “mad” at’one another. 
This bad ¢emotlonal — climate 
may be attended with general 
fitteriness and confusion. And 
with the raaio on so often 
mealtime, lolling, and  com- 
panionable conversation may 
vanish or cach person at the 
tuble muy try to talk faster and 
Jouder than the rest in order 
to bo heard above the din. 


Eating Problems 

Also carly cating problems 
in the youngster ore mot 
favourable to cultivating yzood 
table manners in him. If ut 
two, four or six he dawdics 
ever his meal or refuses to cut 
certain essentlal foods and is, 
therefore; hounded to hurry or 
to cat or has food pushed into 
him by parents who are all 
silrred up inside and. bursting 
forth with shricking tongues 
and. plercing eyes outside, this 
child castly drifts into unman- 
nerly ways, which in turn fire 
the Ire of his jittery parents 
rtill more. 


In some homes (otherwise 
highly refined) a whole meal- 
time Is’ lke this, for meal after 
meal, day after day, and 
cverybody “mad”. at everybody 
else. By and by one or both 
the parents may - gel stomach 
ulcers when, finally, hospitali- 
sation might. bring the torturea 
youngster brief. relief, 

In such a.case, let mo sug- 
gest you and your husband sit 


down and apree with cach 
ether and then with the chud 
that for the next weels neither 
oF you will say a word about 
his table = manners. Mean- 
while — plan. beforehand to 
have the radio silent, to keep 
your voices low and to enjoy 
meals, Also plan to tell a few 
Jokes. Better still if you could 
induce the child to tell some. 
Tf at the end of the week you 
have kept.your promise -ana 
etill are worfied over a few 
bad ways of this lad at meats, 
pick out the one that is most 
offensive, Still holding to your 
earHer resolve, tell this boy 
Leforchandl thut when thts 
specif Item of bad manners is 
repeated at the table, one ot 
you will make a signal with 
the hand telling him to po to 
another room to finish his 
tneal, takings with him all the 
food on his plate he — wishes.

But even 
more than any of his his 
torie predecessors he wields 
his power in almost com- 
plete seclusion. ' 

Here then, is-the grreatest 
problem of the 20th-century 
dictatorship, and perhiups 
its Achiltes heel: What can 
the dictator ‘know? What 
and how much does Stalin 
know? Much of the world’s 
fate might depend upon oa 
correet answer, if one could 
ve found, 

What, for example, does Stalin 
really know about uctuul con- 
ditions in various parts of his 
vast dominion; about the SUCCESS 
or failure of his decreed policies; 
about this industry oF that 
research enterprise, and, above 
all, -ubout the people he rules? 


Gilded Prison 


fyol can 
fail to realise that the Kremlin 
where so much power is now 
concentrated, is not only 8 
citadel of strennth but ‘also 
in one sense a gilded pri- 
son where Stalin and a hand- 
ful of advisers lead on life 
ef monkish seclusion. That, at 
any rate, was my deepest im- 
pression when I visited Sovict 
Russia and enjoyed the rare 
privilege of waundering through

Unknown Ways 


NN the case of the Russian dic- 
tators there is a second {mpor- 
tant aspect that is all too often 
overlouked, Neither Stalin nor 
any of his immediate subordin- 
utes (the members of the Com- 
munist Parly Politburcau) have 
for decades known .or experi- 
enced what migat be called ‘an 
ordinary human life’, The kind 
of worry or happiness, of fun or

How does the machine worl?

his thoughts.” That sums Jt up.

Tne family is the first of a 
group of 106 Jews who fed 
trom Nazi persccutlon in Europe, 
They found haven after a 10,- 
900-mile journcy in Shanghai 
{ust before the outbreak of 
World War IT, Butin 1942 they 
were hunted down again, this 
‘timo by Japaneso troops who 
captured Shangha! sand forced 
Yhem into a thetto, 

Most of them had been re- 
voted after the war when the 
Chineso Communists captured 
‘Shanghai, and a steamer, char- 
tered by the Inlernalional Jte- 
fugee Organisation, took them 
4,500 miles to San Francisco. 

They “were then transported 
across the United States in a 
ecaled train, — prevented by 
rechnicalities from remaining: as 
ummigrants under the Displaced 
Persons Act.
